When it comes to the 
dGcision, deprived of ail accessory mat- 
ter, between making a provision for un- 
necessary olScials and the educntion of

the latter, and make it the primary ob- 
ject of our labors. We have suid nothing 
of the arrears duo to tho Iblaiul schools, 
for they aro familiar to all, and add im- 
mensely to the complication of our edu- 
cational matters. It is therefore sincerely 
to be hoped that tho Council will take 
the question up in enriicst, and make 
BOmen^'stlpfactory arrangement if jio.ssihio 
before the. iBstimstes are finally disposed 
of, other wise thV'BioBrd of Edaoation have 
BO other alternative left but to resign, 
and with their fellow colonists, witness the 
the coantry fall ten years behind the spirit 
of the age, which seeks in the education 
of the young the preservation of all that 
is great and noble in man.
